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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter/Reasons for Allowance 

1. Claims 1-5 and 11-15 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: The closest prior art located or identified by the 
Examiner is Kanzawa et al . , U.S. Patent No. 6,310,167 
(hereinafter "Kanzawa"). Kanzawa discloses ethylene 
homopolymers having well-balanced properties of good heat 
resistance, heat-sealability and moldability. See Kanzawa, 
Abstract; col. 2, lines 16-21. Kanzawa further discloses 
ethylene homopolymers characterized in that the number of butyl 
branches per 10 0 methyl branches fall between 1 and 20, density 
between 880 and 980 kg/m 3 and melting point dependent upon 
polymer density. See Kanzawa, Abstract; col. 2, line 16 through 
col. 3, line 26. Kanzawa further discloses molded articles 
(e.g. films, sheets, containers) prepared by molding the 
ethylene homopolymers. See Kanzawa , col. 14, line 46 through 
col. 16, line 36. Although Kanzawa does not disclose all the 
characteristics and properties of the articles disclosed in the 
present claims or a process for lowering the heat sealing 
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temperate of the homopolymer, based on the substantially 
identical process using substantially identical catalysts and 
co-catalysts, the Examiner would have a reasonable basis to 
believe that the properties claimed in the present invention is 
inherent in the molded articles of ethylene homopolymers 
disclosed by Kanzawa. See Kanzawa , col. 6, line 54 through col. 
14, line 45. However, the Declaration filed on 03/03/03 under 
37 CFR 1.131 in parent Patent Application No. 09/655,106 is 
sufficient to overcome the Kanzawa reference. 

3. As of the date of this Notice of Allowability, the Examiner 
has not located or identified any reference that can be used 
singularly or in combination with another reference including 
Kanzawa to render the present invention anticipated or obvious 
to one of ordinary skill in the art.
